Basis of the opinion 

The amendments filed with the international office in accordance with Article 19(1) 
PCI lead to the subject matter of the application being extended beyond the content 
of the application as filed. They consequently run counter to the provisions of Article 
19(2) PCT. The amendments concerned is are the following: 

Claim 1 recites that: 

for a transmission of the information from the application package level to the 
network access level, generating useful data packets with compressed header on 
the basis of the packets containing the useful data and the packets containing the 
additional information and transmitting the two streams thus sent over the 
transmission channel. 

By contrast, page 14, lines 19-28 of the description and figures 7B show that: 

the packets containing the useful data and the packets containing the additional 
information are transmitted to the header compression module 7 which generates 
useful data packets with compressed header and transmits them to the channel 
coder 2 for sending over the channel 5 (in the case where a return channel exists or 
when the transmission is bidirectional) as well as the additional quantized 
information, which may be destined either for the channel decoder 3 or for the 
channel coder 2 if it exists. 

Hence, according to the description, the additional information is not sent over 
the transmission channel, since the channel decoder 3 just like the channel coder 
2 form part of the receiver (the channel coder 2 existing only in the case where there 
is a return channel from the receiver to the sender).
